Dave, thanks for the J-36 info; and you are correct, later-model 
Vibroplex J-36s used xchromex top parts. Among J-36s the earlier Vibes 
were nickel, Bunnell used nickel, and Lionel used xreally dullx nickel, 
but the later Vibes were definitely chrome - in fact, I just sold one 
today with a little earlier order number than yours, and definitely 
chrome. 


Among key collectors the opposite argument is common; some mistake 
very old xreally shinyx nickel for chrome, but comparing the two in 
sunlight shows the obvious difference: nickel, regardless of how shiny, 
will have a slightly dark yellowish or light brownish cast to it, whilst 
chrome *xALWAYS* has a bluish tinge. I traded a 1919 Vibroplex Model X 
that was so shiny some insisted it was chrome, but it was definitely 
nickel (for those who may be interested, Vibroplex didn't even start 
using chrome at all until around 1939, when the Zephyr and Champion came 
out) . 


FWIW, the number of Vibroplex order numbers for J-36s is now up to 
xelevenx and the total number of Vibe J-36s is well over 6,000. Bunnell 
still stands at about 2,500 and the ubiquitous Lionel is still just over 


25,000 (but Lionels with the xlabelx intact - ah, *THAT'S* what's tough 
to find!). Brooklyn Metal Stamping is the rarest, with only four 
reported (and none were serialized).
